SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The 3 V 2 " computer disk Untitled, which is also known as Chambory Disc "Chance 
Journey", is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

An objectionable classification is given because the disk meets two of the criteria 
under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993, namely 
s3(2)(b) and s3(2)(f) of the FVPC Act 1993. 

The Classification Office finds that the publication supports the use of coercion to 
compel persons to submit to sexual conduct. In the text file The Collabor the uncle 
coerces his two nieces into joining the sexually motivated cult, and consequently to 
submitting to sexual conduct. Fie does this by taking advantage of their plight. Co¬ 
ercion in this form is presented as fully acceptable. Given the titillatory nature of the 
disk, the Classification Office considers that the disk serves to support the use of 
coercion to compel persons to submit to sexual conduct. 

The disk presents gratuitously detailed descriptions of acts of torture, and acts of 
extreme violence and extreme cruelty in a sexualised context for reader titillation. 

Cruel and violent acts reported include the disfigurement of women's genitalia. The 
cruel intent of the perpetrator is evident. The text includes salacious descriptions of 
victims pain and suffering. The intentionally titillatory nature of the descriptions results 
in a tendency by the disk to promote and support acts of torture, and the infliction of 
extreme violence and extreme cruelty. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in relation to the 
material on the disk. The disk either supports or tends to promote and support criteria 
under s(3)(2) of the FVPC Act 1993 and is therefore deemed to be objectionable. 
Section 3(2) of the FVPC Act 1993 takes precedence over si 4 of the NZBR Act 1990 
and so no further consideration need be given to si 4. 
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
